Students to act on student aid 



The government of Ontario has 
established a commute to study its 

financial assistance for students 
program (OSAP) and to make rec- 
ommendations for the structure of 
the program. This advisory com- 
mittee goes through the province, 
In every university of Ontario to 
gather some* feed-back' from the 

population. 

The Ontario Federation of Stud- 
ents (OFS) Is an organliatlon that 
wants to represent all university 
students in Ontario. It has made a 
tour of all Ontario universities to 
form a common front of all the 
students In regard to the Ontario 
Advisory Committee on Financial 
Assistance for Students. OFShas 
prepared a brief which summar- 
izes the problemsand the proposed 

solutions. 

The following seven points are 

the fundamental demands of the 
campaign which wants to end the 
actual crisis concerning the fin- 
ancial assistance, for students 
Agreed that Ontario Student 
Assistance Program (OSAP) must 
assure an education system at the 
post-secondary level based on the 
"accessablllty for everyone" 
principle, education more like a 
social duty rather than individual 
respoasibilty, without tuition foes 
and an allocation for expenses 
brought up by a progressive in- 
come tax system, it was the 
established that the following will 
be the preliminary steps. 
l.An tmmedlateand additional cash 
sum must be granted to post- 
secondary education students In 
order to offset accumulated rises 

in the cost of living. 

2. Beginning on January 1st, ID76 

awards through OSAP must be 



indexed to rises In the cost ofliv- 
ing, these additional awards being 
solely In the form of grants. Fur- 
ther, this Index must consider the 
region In which each institution Is 
situated, In order to minimize 
regional disparity. 
3. The government must reduce 
students* liability for educational 
debts by returning the current 
OSAP loan ceiling from $800.00 
annually to $600.00 annually. 
4.1nterest rates on the loan por- 
tion of students awards must be 
subsidized so that the total Int- 
erest paid by the students does not 
exceed six per cent, annually- 
5. The age of Independence must 
be lowered to 18 with no qualif- 
ications, to recognize the legal 
status of students as adults. This 
demand Is presented In tliecon- 
text of the need for a progressive 
taxation scheme. 
G.The parental contribution factor 
must immediately bedlscontinued. 
7.The calculation of the student 
contribution under OSAP must be 
change to be based on only the 
student's taxable income as per 

federal taxation law. 
The Ontario Advisory Committee 

on Financial Assistance for Stud- 
ents will be In Sudbury the 26th 
of November 1915, in the Teacher's 

College Auditorium from two 
o'clock to 5:00pm. and from 7;00 

pm to 9:00 pm. 

The SGA and the AEF have for- 
med a Joint committee who will 
try to gather as many students as 
possible for this meeting. 

Financial assistance, Is an ind- 
ividual problem which concerns 
each student, but solutions can 
only come from a Joint effort, 
your presence on the 26th of Nov- 



ember will give pressure which 
could assure better financial ass- 
istance for each student.

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Clarify the 
Ashby issue 

Dear Editor 

As a follow-up to the letter 
I wrote to you on Oct. 31, 19*75, 
tn which I asked two questions; 

1. What went on during the 
Ashby Arbitration Hearing and 
how the decision to employ Prof* 

Ashby was reached, 

2. What plans does the admin- 
istration have for Prof. Ashby 
after Christmas, because, as of 
now, tie has no classes to teach 
In the second term as they were 
cancelled due to low enrolment. 

As far as our council has been 
able to discover, through Inter- 
views with President Monahan, 
Dr. Gclln and Prof, Ashby. The 
nature of these changes are as 

follows: 

"These changes are made under 
the terms of the Laurentlan Policy 
Statment on Academic Freedom 
and Tenure, Faculty, Preamble, 
1. incompetence; 2. seriously un- 
professional behavior; or 3. per- 
sistent neglect of duties. The spec- 
ifications fall under categorles(l) 
and (3) and are as follows: 
(1) Unsatisfactory Teaching Per- 
formance 
-lack of clear objectives for the 

courses given 

-lack of course syllabi and reading 

lists „ #1 . 

-inadequate preparation ofiect- 

ure materials 



-lectures presented - few in num- 
ber and Limited in content 
lack of clear directives to stud- 
ents concerning course assign- 
ments. 

This list lias been drawn prin- 
cipally from the Report of the 
Vice-President Academic, Dr. L. 
Urouche, dated 1 April 1975. 

(2) Unsatisfactory contribution to 
the general work of the School 
and the university. 

-late submission of grade reports 
aiyi requests for grade chances 
-lnadetiuate performance as Lib- 
rary, liason person for the School 

of Social Work 

(3) Lack of research and schol- 
arly contributions. Here the evid- 
ence is negative. Prof. Ashby is 
not engaged in research and has 
not been so engaged during his 
term of appointment at the Univ- 
ersity. 

The principle consideration Is 

unsatisfactory" teaching perfor- 
mance." 

As a result of these charges 

Prof. Ashby hired a lawyer to 
defend himself and the university 
also sought legal counsel. 

The Arbitration Hearing was 
then set for July 23,1975. A Trib- 
unal Board made up of throe pro- 
fessors from three different univ- 
ersity's was present and ready to 
hear the case. The hearing began 
at approximately 9:30 am and was 
adjourned several minutes later, 
without any testimony being heard, 
so different parties could consult 
with one another. At 4:30 pm the

hearing re-convened and It was 
announced that both sides had re- 
ached an agreement and that the 
charges against Prof. Ashby 
would be dismissed. 

The quirk for the council in 
this whole situation; Is that an 
agreement or Judgement was re- 
ached without theTrlbunal Board, 
which was already here and ass- 
embled hearing any testimony 
whatsoever. 

Questioned on this point Pres. 
Monahan said: "It was my dec- 
ision that we not proceed any fur- 
ther, Ttds university at that par- 
ticular time didn't have the res- 
ources, both emotionally and fin- 
ancially, to become further in- 
volved witti tills case. It could 
have gone on for 6 to B weeks." 

We stated that we felt this was 
a cop-out on administration's be- 
half. President Monahan replied, 
"Yes, from your perception I guess 
it would be seen as such. 

As far as the second question, 
we Inquired Into was concerned, 
nobody seems to know what Prof. 
Ashby Is supposed to do after 
Christmas. When questioned 
President Monahan sald,"At this 
point I don't really know." 

We feel President Monahan 
should give this his Immediate 
consideration, because the School 
of Social Work and Laurentlan 
can't afford to have high priced 
professors sitting around doing 
nothing.

Last April, Joseph Bean ac<*il red somo four 
hundred acres of land near Bruce Mines* 
His purpose was to Institute a 'school* 
{or what some might call a commune) where 
he and his twelve adult followers could 
focus on the development of their 'selves'. 
Apparently, Mr* Bean had studied Zen Bud- 
dhism, Christianity, and Gurdjleffs Ideas 

in California, 

Guldjlet! wns a Russia* mystic who dies 
in 1943, after having created a 'school' con- 
sisting of practical methods whereby one 
could attain higher consciousness* The basic 
idea of his philosophy centered around the 
assumption that man is asleep and must be 
awakened. He spoko of man's three cent- 
res; the intellectual, the emotional and the 
moving (physical)* Each center works Inde- 
pendently* But only through working at top 
pressure can one Integrate these centers 
and thereby claim to have a *self\ 

On the weekend of November 1st, Mr. 
Bean opened his doors to the public. App- 
roximately fifteen visitors showed up. The 
setting reminded one of an old pilgrim col- 
ony. Five or six cabins were straggled 
along the shore of Echo Bay. 

Upon arrival, the visitors were directed 
to a room where pictures of GurdJIeff hung 
on the walls, In a fashion similar to the 
way in which Lenin decorate many Russian 

homes. Slogans such as; "There is no 
joy except I will it so " and "Self-obser- 
vation is conscious suffering" were also 

posted about the walls. 
The members of Joseph Bean's 'school' 

did not seem tobe the typical 'flower child- 
ren' of the sixties, but rather a group of 
well-educated, sensitive and reflective peo- 
ple, each with specific areas of interest. 
For instance, one member was translating 
a French book by Daumal into English* 



Tliey could not be classified as an extre- 
mist group because they retained concepts 
such as the family, meat-eating, and smo- 
king. Their discipline wasdlsplayed In 
ways such as sleep and work. For inst- 
ance, Joseph Bean slept, so It was said, 
hardly more than two hours dally. 

in contrast to the resident memlwrs, the 
visitors seemed to be the remnantsotthe 
'flower age' and prone to emotional flights 

of fancy. 
As a spiritual teacher, Mr. Bean seemed 

to have assumed the role of Jesus amongst 

his twelve disciples* Ills white-caps, ro've, 

his lonp beard a.v1 tils soft voice conveyed 
this* effect. An Amerwun Guru, he appear- 
ed clean and fragrant In comparison to 
his followers who wore dirty jeans and 
and sweaty brows* The general impression 
produced was one of deification of the 

leader. 

Eastern philosophy and mysticism seemed 
to be the predominant influence In their 
everyday life. It appeared to one visitor 
that their philosophical outlook consisted 
of tid-blts of Eastern cults. For example, 
visitors were taught some of the rudiments 
of Mohammedan Sufi dancing. 

Mr. Bean said if one wished to Join the 
'school 1 * It would be necessary to elim- 
inate all acquaintances with television, new- 
spapers, etc., for at least three months. 
Despite this fact, he claimed that his 
group was not isolating Itself from soc- 

* e *y« .. it 

One method for 'self development' was self 

observation. A means to this end conststed 
in tying people together before going about 
regular routines. From this, one was to 
realize 1W interdependence of man within 
society and the environment. 
Periodically, members of t>*e 'school' And 
It necessary to work in the outside world 



to support themselves. This would Ind- 
icate the validity of the Marxist Idea that 
economics is the basis of society. Their 
dependence on the outside world also rev- 
ealed a contradiction In their ideas. They 
could not be wholly self-sufficient* One vis- 
itor thought that they were emphasizing 
the spiritual side of man over the pract- 
ical side of life to the extent of under- 
mining their hope for the independent 
survival of the school. 
ff one was to examine oneself deeply, as 
they encouraged, It would seem that they 
were trying to develop new powers in man* 
They would emphasize that change must 
begin with the individual rather than society 
as a whole* Those with a social consc- 
ience would object, however, that while they 
are trying to attain a higher development, 
they are neglecting the less fortunate. 
Their elitist principles oppose those of 
Marx, for instance, who would rather make 
sure that everyone had the opportunity to 
develop before entertaining any concepts 
of 'higher consciousness'. Following this line 
of thought, conscience should come before 
consciousness. 

Anyone interested In meeting Joseph Bean 
about his 'school* will be able to do so 
on November 18th In Room G-7 on Stu- 
dent Street. There at 7:00 p.m. Joseph 
Bean is scheduled to give a talk on the nat- 
ure of his school. 
If one Is seriously Interested, however, In 
the ideas of Gurdjleff, there will be an 
opportunity to follow them up. Beginning 
March 8th, 107G, Mr. Bean will be offering 
courses at his school. These courses will 
focus on survival technology, the psycho- 
logy of GurdJIeff, and on practical work on 
the 'self. The courses at the school 
(called d'Hunafa) will run for six months
